Ex-Governor Tilden has on recent oc- 


casions expressed himself with his usual 
precision on what he regards the real 
danger to our institutions. In his view, 
"centralization" is our rock ahead, on 
which the Ship of State snay at any time 
go to pieces. Mr. Tilden is by no means 
aloe in this fear. It would indeed be 
remarkable if jealousy of the central 
government had entirely died out among 
those who have so long been debarred 
from administering it, and enjoying the 
distribution of its patronage. The Fed- 
eral Government started on its jaurney 
with bitter enemies, and there has been 
no day since that start when it has not 
had enemies. To-day they are probably 
fewer in number than at any previous 
period in our history. 


Politics should be practical. 
Politi- 


cians boast that they arc practical men. 
Statesmen claim that thsy deal with the 
present, leaving historians to deal -with 
the past and theorists to deal with the 
future. 
Centralization is not now an 


issue within the domain of practical 
politics. All Democrats naturally revere 
the name c' Jefferson. 
He was their 


greatest man. Great as a theorist and 
writer he was also great as a practical 
politician. He saw that there would be 
a reaction in favor 
of trusting the 


masses of the people with power in an 
ostensibly Republican form of govern- 
ment. He was himself the head and 
front of the movement. It succeeded, 
and he became President of the United 
States. With Jefferson, "decentraliza- 
tion," State's rights," "opposition to 
royalty," were 
perfectly 
legitimate 


cries. Rightly or wrongly, he and his 
party charged the Federalists with a de- 
sire to create in this country a govern- 
ment kingly in all save name. That 
there was some ground for the charge 
cannot be denied. 
Centralization was 


no bugbear with Jefferson. 
It was no 


question of human politics, but a most 
practical issue on which political battles 
were lost and won. 


At this day the cry about centraliza- 


tion has no meaning. 
>Vho complains 


about it7 Only a few aged politicians 
who cannot forget the past and who 
have not vigor of mind enough to grasp 
the present. 
Andrew Jackson was a 


good Democrat. But he did not share 
in the feeling of jealousy of the Federal 
Government. In the twenty-eight years 
that separated his first inauguration 
from that of Jefferson, great changes 
had occurred in the country, and with 
the practiced eye of the keen politician 
and practical man he detected the logic 
of events and accepted it. Jackson did 
not make war upon an abstract idea— 
consolidation and centralization—but he 
made war upon a reality, the Bank of 
the United States. He regarded it as a 
monopoly, and to his mind all monopo- 
lies in private hands were undemocratic 
and should be destroyed. 
And the 


sturdy old Democrat destroyed that mo- 
nopoly. 


If the Democratic party had a Jack- 


son or a Jefferson now as its leader, can 
there be a doubt as to what question he 
would select as vital in the current dis- 
cussions of the dtiy on which to plant 
his party, and with which to win or at 
least to deserve victory? 


How "Old Hickory" would have thun- 


dered about the exactions ot monopolies 
were he now writing messages or letters! 
la his day he saw that Jefferson had 
done his work well, and that if there 
had been any danger of royalty in this 
country there was none after forty years 
of Republican institution. He changed 
the tune. If there was ever any dan- 
ger of centralization, there is none now. 
Bnt there is a real danger of monopolies 
controlling our system of government, 
and it would seem that the more decen- 
tralized it is the easier prey it becomes 
to the greed and wiles of the monopo- 
lists. It would hardly be good govern- 
ment in which, under the plea of per- 
mitting every one to do as he pleased 
with his own, monopolists were per- 
mitted to tax and govern the commu- 
nity as they desired. The cjecentrali- 
zers are behind the age more than three- 
quarters of a century. To be abreast of 
the age they must be anti-monopohsfs. 
Centralization is a bugbear. 
Monopoly 


is a real and ever present danger. 


Canals on I lie Planet Mars.

the appearence of long sea-wavs, dug

There is a tai on every ton of ore 


hoisted from the mines of Nevada. 
In 


the palmy days of the Comstock this 
tax yielded nearly enough revenue to 
run the State Government. During the 
past four years things have not been so 
prosperous in this lino, and as n result 
the finances of that State are not in 
such good shape as they were. Salaries 
of officials go on all the same, no matter 
what the mints are doing. Vigilant 
Assessors watch every shaft and mill to 
see that no ore escapes the burden. A 
careful examination by a watchful offi- 
cer shows that only seven mines out of 
scores on the Comstock lode produced

The three- 
fingered sort adds another increment of 
favor, condescension 
having almost 


vanished, but not quite. Much, how- 
ever, depends upon the vitality of the 
touch. If alive and conscious, it may 
be almost friendly. If flabby, trust it 
not. Talking of a flabby hand-shaking 
seems slightly contradictory, for no pos- 
sible shake, not to say shock, can come 
oat of such a salute. In perfection, the 
flabby sort consists qf all four fingers 
laid flatly together, and held forth with 
about the same amount of significance 
as the paw of a rabbit or the flu of a 
sea-lion. NTho correct way of meeting 
this variety is by accepting it in pre- 
cisely the same style. Two flat four- 
fingered fins thus meeting each must be 
thrilling in the extreme. But when this 
flat sort is moreover clammy, it is the 
very abyss of cold-blooded formality, 
absolutely insulting, not to say sicken- 
ing, ii its very touch. But the jolly, 
hearty, soul-stirring, sharp squeeze, ac- 
companied by a kindly glance of a 
friendly eye, tells more than a whole 
vocabulary can do; it electrifies the sys- 
tem of him ho gives and who returns;

A SINOULAB MANIFESTO. 


General Bosecrans' Appeal to His 


Constituents lor a Ueaomlnatlou. 


The following manifesto has been fur- 


nished by General Rosecrans, with a 
request tor its publication by the Calif- 
fornia press:

WASHINGTON, May 26, 1882. f 


To my Constituents: I speak with 


unreserved frankness. Public interests 
of great moment, local and national, 
induced me to sacrifice my personal 
feelings and to place my name at your 
disposal to lead a forlorn hope in 1880. 
It IB interests of greater national mag- 
nitude that make it my duty to ask you 
in turn to disregard personal and local 
preferences for 
the 
commonwealth. 


Without much aid from the Associated 
Press or the newspapers it will not be 
difficult for you to conclude that my 
brief services ns your Representative 
has been honest and faithful, and for 
influence and standing with both par- 
ties in the House, it is safo to say your 
present Representative is at least as 
high as any of his predecessors, Ou 
the question of Chinese immigration ha 
worked nobly. But I think it is the 
truth that it was the solid Democratic 
vote in the House which beat down ull 
mutilation 
amendments and 
which 


passed both bills. The prt-ss did not 
give you this news, but I refuse to be- 
lieve that yon will allow wire-pullers 
and slabbers of reputations, by suggest- 
ing what is false and suppressing what 
is true, to prevent you doing justice. 
This requires that it' should be publicly 
expressed by my renomination to Con- 
gress, I make this frank appeal, be- 
cause I am not a politician, and am 
absent from yon, and learn that com- 
binations are at work which may betray 
the Democracy and the labor elements, 
and I trust that the pursuit of personal 
interests will not prevent their leaders 
from showing how to subordinate pri- 
vate interests to those of the whole 
country, and so act as to command the 
approval of their brethren throughout 
the Union.
